“I felt he would be the best man we 
could get to turn this organization 
around.

“The Dodgers have the best team 
organization in baseball because they 
arefundamentalists. Danny can teach 
this to our young players. He'sa 
low-key man who can get the most out 
of young ballplayers and still maintain 
the necessary discipline," Paul Owens, 
Nov. 2, 1972. 


"He is not a screamer like Billy Martin. 
Heis not an umpire baiter like Earl 
Weaver. He is not a cheerleader like 
Tom Lasorda. But let us at least give 
Danny Ozark his due. He has made the 
Phillies a winner," Bill Lyon, 
Philadelphia Inquirer, Aug. 28, 1977. 

Yes, Danny Ozark, who came here 
after 30 years in the Dodgers 
organization, has made the Phillies a 
winner. Under Ozark the Phillies have 
gone from the bottom to the top. He got 
to the top this season (Aug. 5) on his 
400th win since coming here when his 
Phils beat his former club. 

‘Tve been here with this club as 
long as he has,” relates Tommy Hutton. 
"And I’ve never thought he's gotten the 
credit he should have. All I know he 
came here and took us from last to third 
to second to first. That doesn't seem too 
shabby.” 


“Danny is solid on fundamentals,” says 
Larry Bowa. ''He's a stickler on 
fundamentals," says Ted Sizemore. 

“I know a lot of people think he 
isn't too swift. But TU tell you, he has us 
executing. He takes all the blame when 
things go wrong and he gives us all the 
credit when things go right." 

“And I am still amazed at the abuse 
he takes. In fact, I think he takes too 
much BS. But then, l've never been 
accused of having a very long fuse 
myself," added Bowa. 


"Danny's no crowd pleaser. | mean he 
doesn't run out there and assault an 
umpire on a close call. But don't think 
he can't blow up. l've seen him rattle 
the walls and unhinge the doors when

he thought we needed it,” Hutton said. 

Sizemore adds more about Ozark 
and his methods. "Listen, it's a lousy 
job, trying to handle 25 different 
personalities, knowing who can take 
criticism, who to lay off of, who to call in 
your office. 

“You know, he's old enough to be 
the father of most guys on this team. 
Now you'd get that old generation gap 
in most cases like that, so bad neither 
side would talk to the other. But he'll 
ask a lot of players on this team their 
opinion. And, if you give him a good 
reason, he'll change his thinking." 

Winning. . . fundamentals. . . 
discipline. . . that's what Owens asked 
Danny to deliver. Mr. Ozark has done 
that. 

But, it hasn't been a one-man effort. 
Danny's five aides are among the best in 
baseball. Matter of fact, Billy DeMars- 
Bobby Wine-Ray Rippelmeyer- 

Carroll Beringer have been together 
longer than any other coaching 
foursome in the league. 

Added to that quartet this season 
was popular and knowledgeable Tony 
Taylor. 

There isn't a harder working staff in 
baseball. Their efforts don't get much 
attention but in the end they, too, like 
Ozark deserve a lot of credit.

"They certainly took the place 
of such hitters as Clemente, Mays 
and Aaron.

It was one of those unforgettable 
events that will remain etched in the 
minds of those in attendance.

When he was a two-way end on Yale's 
undefeated football team in-1960;-Ruly 
Carpenter would go one-on-one with 
anybody and loved it. As captain of the 
university s baseball team, his idea of fun was 
to crash into the catcher and send him 
sprawling back to the dugout —or campus 
infirmary. 

But when Ruly Carpenter started going 
one-on-one with his mentor, he met his 
match. 

Paul Owens doesn't remember the first 
time he met the young of son of Phillies 
owner Bob Carpenter. 

“I think it was in 1963," Owens said the 
other day, ‘‘but! really didn't getto know him 
until he came to Florida in the spring of 
1964." 

Carpenter, who was on a shakedown 
cruise that would end in the Phillies 
presidency in November of 1972, was 
dispatched by his father to learn first-hand 
what was going on at the team's lowest 
minor-league level. At Leesburg. Fla., Ruly 
was installed as camp administrator, working 
under Paul Owens who was camp 
coordinator. 


"He was in charge of all the business 
operations and I took care of all on-the-field 


matters," Owens said. “It didn't take him 
very long to get involved with everything we 
were doing. He always pictured himself as 
hard and tough for a 23-year-older, but we 
still talk about one night in camp when it was 
decided to release a pitcher from Panama. 
“It was almost dark outside and I was in the 
shower. I heard Ruly knocking on my door 
and saying something about us not giving the 
boy a fair shake. Ruly was supposed to be so

tough, but the kid had backed him down. 

"I said, ‘Ruly, everybody gets a fair chance: 
we don't release these guys unless they're 
washed out.’ 

' ‘Sure, Pope.’ Ruly argued to me, ‘but the 
kid says he still can throw and wasn't treated 
right. Will you come with me back to the 
park? 

"TII never forget that night,” Owens 
continued. ''I had hardly dried off. I got Dick 
Teed. a young manager. and we went to the 
park. We get the kid cranked up and he 
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throws to Teed and Ruly's watching from 
behind home plate. Finally, Ruly says, ‘Aw, 
you guys are right.’ 

"Now, the kidis so irate, he says he is going 
to burn down the hotel. Well, this hotel was so 
old and decrepit it would have gone up like a 
match box. Ruly was so worried he stayed up 
all night watching the place. The kid had 
blown his travel money—over a hundred 
dollars—on clothes, so the next morning we 
took him to the airport in a police car—in 
handcuffs.” 

Not-so-strangely, Owens looks back to that 
whacky night in Leesburg, Fla., as the precise 
time he realized there was something special 
about Robert Ruliph Morgan Carpenter III. 

"His dedication and intensity were so 
great," said Owens, “that I was certain once 
he got experience, he would make a fine 
baseball executive. It was never said, but I 
figured Bob Carpenter sooner or later would 
turn the Phillies over to him and wanted him 
to gain experience in all areas.” 

That six-week stint at the Magnolia Hotel 
was also the birth of a relationship and a 
philosophy, the result of which you see on the 
field today. 

Owens was a fulltime Phillies’ scout in 
California at the time, a grass roots baseball 
man. He had played and managed in the 
minors, hadan uncanny ability to judge talent 
and would work anybody under the table to 
accomplish a goal. 

Young Carpenter liked this. Even though 
Ruly never had to worry about a livelihood 
because of the family fortune, he too thrived 
on long hours and was so tired of hearing 
friends rip the Phillies, he figured sooner or 
later it would be his responsibility to turn the 
franchise around. That’s why he gave up 
pre-law at Yale and decided to make baseball 
his career. 

"Night after night we would talk baseball," 
Ruly remembers. “The Pope (Owens 
nickname) felt everything revolved around 
scouting, player development and the minor 
leagues. It was obvious to me during those six 
weeks in Leesburg what our problem was. 

"We just did not have enough athletes who 
could basically run and throw. There were a 
couple of kids — Barry Lerch was one of 
them— who looked like they had talent, but 
there just weren't enough. You should have 
atleast 10 or 12 you really like. The Pope and 
I both agreed there was something grossly 
wrong with our scouting." 

Even then, Ruly considered himself a good 
judge of talent. He had been an outstanding 
three-sport letterman at Tower Hill School in 
Wilmington, Del., continued his career at 
Yale and soon after graduation in 1962, 
became an assistant baseball coach at the 
University of Delaware where his father is a 
member of the board of trustees and 
chairman of that group's committee on 
athletics. 
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"Ruly Carpenter was the first one on the 
field in the afternoon and the last one off at 
night," remembers Tubby Raymond, who 
was baseball coach at the time. "He was so 
intense. He had a good baseball mind then, 
but was always asking questions about 
strategy and situations. The only thing bad 
was he lost a lot of our balls trying to see how 
far he could hit them with a fungo bat. No, it 
doesn't surprise me one bit he has done such 
a fine job with the Phillies." 

In May of 1965 Bob Carpenter fired Clay 
Dennis as farm director and based on Ruly's 
recommendation and urging, Paul Owens 
got the job. 

"The only way I would take it was if I had 
complete control," said Owens. "Bob 
Carpenter was always dedicated to his people 
and a lot of them took advantage of him. 
When I cleaned house by replacing at least 


half of our scouts who were not producing, 
some of them felt all they had to do was go 
see Bob Carpenter and they would keep their 
jobs. They found out differently in a hurry.” 

Ruly quickly moved into the minor-league 
system under Owens and devoted most of his 
time in that area until his father stepped down 
on Nov. 21, 1972, making Ruly the youngest 
president in the majors. 

""The day I arrived as farm director Bob 
Carpenter called me into his office,” said 
Owens. ‘He told me he wanted Ruly to work 
under me and that I was to teach him 
everything — good, bad and indifferent. He 
said teach him like any other employe and it 
was a great five years. 

It was also then that Owens heard from 
Bob Carpenter—in so many words —that 
eventually the team would be tumed over to 
them. 


"[told Ruly then it would take eight or nine 
years to build a champion,” said Owens, who 
is a leading candidate for major league 
executive of the year. "D took a year and a 
half just to stop the retrogression.”’ 

For seven years Owens reshaped the 
minor league system, persuading Bob 
Carpenter to invest $250,000 for a complex 
in Clearwater, Fla., and getting him to spend 
another $30,000 to enter the Winter 
Instructional League. 

In 1969 the Phillies were named the 
outstanding minor league operation in 
organized baseball. 

“We had come from nothing," said 
Owens. ‘‘Until we won the division last year, 
that was the highlight of my career. I felt like 
we had really accomplished something." 

On June 3, 1972, Paul Francis Owens was 
named vice president and player personnel 


director. A few months later, Ruly Carpenter 
became club president. 

So, the Owens-Carpenter entry has been 
able to accomplish what it talked of and 
dreamed of those long nights in Leesburg, 
Fla., in 1964. 

It would seem one of the toughest jobs 
Owens faced was taking a hard line with Bob 
Carpenter, who had taken over the Phillies 
on Nov. 23, 1943 after his father, the late 
Robert R. M. Carpenter Sr., had paid William 
Cox, a New York lumberman, an estimated 
$400,000 for what was described as a 
troubled franchise. 

“I never was and never can be a ‘yes’ 
man," said Owens "Bob Carpenter knew 
this. When I pushed for something, I told him 
if I failed, I could always go back to California 
and scout. [had to have his backing. That was 
the trouble with too many of the scouts. They 


were too worried about protecting their jobs 
and weren't producing.” 

When Paul and Ruly took over the farm 
system, Bob left his hands off for the most 
part, although his true love of baseball has 
always been in player development. Even 
today when he comes to Veterans Stadium, 
one of the first things he does is go over the 
minor-league report. 

“Tt was not really that difficult to stand up to 
Daddy,” said Ruly. “ʻI think he realized what! 
had told him based on my six weeks in 
Leesburg and my work in the minor-league 
system. He more or less gave Paul and I the 
authority to go ahead and run the farm 
system. He was more than fair with us.” 

And Ruly insists there was no intent to 
show his father up. 

“Ever since Herb Pennock (General 
manager atthe time) died in my father’s arms 
coming out of a New York hotel (Jan. 30, 
1948), I think he was grasping for a good field 
man. My father and Pennock put the Phillies 
together, the ones who won the pennant in 
1950, much like Paul and I have done now." 

Ruly says he begged his dad not to retire in 
1972 ‘because I knew we were on the way to 
something good and I wanted him to take 
part in it." 

“Ruly was ready," Bob Carpenter 
remembers. ‘‘He knows all phases of the 
operation. I just felt the time had come for him 
to take over. He had worked hard and was 
ready." 

The Ruly Carpenter-Paul Owens 
relationship, at times, is fairly fiery and on 
occasions Owens says he has to calm the 
sometimes-emotional Carpenter down. 

“I tell him to count to 10," says Owens. 
“We fight like dogs sometimes about trades. 
He didn't like the Bake McBride deal whenI 
proposed it to him. He and Dallas Green 
(now farm director) had signed Tommy 
Underwood. They hated to see him go. In the 
end, I said, ‘The deal's being made. 
Period!’ " 

The players regard Ruly as a friend more 
than the owner. 

“Guys who come here from other clubs 
cannot believe the closeness he has with us,” 
said shortstop Larry Bowa. ‘‘Ruly Carpenter 
is a super person. His interest in the team 
comes all the way down to the clubhouse. | 
certainly hope when my playing days are 
over I will still be close to Ruly Carpenter. He 
helps us in so many ways you never hear 
about." 

“It is important to us that we produce for 
him," said Greg Luzinski, because he has so 
much faith in us. We do not want to let him 
down." 

“In some ways, I've been a pigeon,” says 
Ruly. “Especially in contract negotiations the 
past year or so. But these guys have gotten us 
where we are; I couldn't see losing them in 
the free-agent draft. That would have set us 
back."e 
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Exclusive Scouting Reports: 


Each year 26 full-time Phillies scout and 70 part-time talent hunters spend hundreds of 
hours combing every baseball team in the country looking for another Greg Luzinski, Mike Schmidt 


or Larry Bowa. 


This job is a lonely one, not glamorous by any means. But, it is oh so important to the 
success of a major league baseball team. It’s been said many times, “Scouts are the backbone of a 


major league club." 


A potential big league player is usually uncovered by a part-time scout or an area scout. 
After watching that particular player for years, the Phillies begin zeroing in on the best players in 
the country as each January and June draft approaches. 

In an effort to get a better idea of the best players, cross-check scouting is conducted first 
by an area supervisor and then one or several of the following: Lou Kahn, Brandy Davis, Hugh 
Alexander, Fred Goodman and Dallas Green. 

“This way we can compare a prospect with other players from around the country,” 
explains Green, head of the Phillies minor league and scouting systems. 

“The more opinions we receive on a player, the better chance we have of being able to select 


the top players in the country.” 


The nucleus of the current Phillies ball club came from the organization’s development 
program. Players like Greg Luzinski, Bob Boone, Larry Christenson, Mike Schmidt, Larry Bowa, 
Warren Brusstar, Randy Lerch and Jim Wright are home-grown products. 

Probably the most difficult part of scouting is to project what a skinny high school or 
growing college kid will be like as a major leaguer in 4-5 years. 

In checking old scouting reports on these eight players, the scouts seem to be hitting a 


whopping 1.000.
